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EXPLANATORY   WORD 

Tms  series  of  Latin  vocabularies  is  a  revision  of  those  for- 
merly published  by  one  of  the  present  editors,*  and  will  be 
found  to  cover  fully  and  exactly  the  Hst  of  obUgatory  words 
set  forth  by  the  College  Entrance  Examination  Board  as  a 
part  of  its  new  (1929)  requirements. 

Two  variations  from  that  list  require  explanation  here. 
The  words  of  the  Board's  "First-  and  Second- Year"  list  have, 
for  convenience  in  teaching,  been  presented  in  two  separate 
lists;  and  those  for  the  first  year  appear  first  according  to 
grammatical  categories,  with  English  definitions,  and  again 
in  alphabetical  order  without  definitions.  They  are  then 
followed  by  the  second-year  hst  with  meanings.  Finally, 
both  lists  are  combined  for  review  in  a  single  alphabetical 
hst  arranged  according  to  word  groups,  by  which  means 
derivatives  appear  indented  under  their  nearest  primitive. 
This  will  offer  to  the  teacher  an  opportunity  for  laboratory 
work  in  the  meaning  and  use  of  prefixes  and  suffixes.  A 
short  section  on  word  formation  sums  up  the  simplest  of  these 
uses. 

It  is  well  to  remind  teachers  that  the  official  Ust  of  the 
College  Entrance  Examination  Board  is  a  minimum  list 
of  obhgatory  words,  from  which  were  purposely  excluded 
all  derivatives  whose  meaning  could  easily  and  regularly 
be  obtained  from  the  primitive,  as  well  as  many  words  which 
could  safely  be  left  to  be  inferred  from  the  English.

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IV  EXPLANATORY  WORD 

The  present  series  of  vocabularies  restores  these  omitted 
words,  which,  by  frequency  of  usage,  properly  have  a  place 
in  the  work  of  the  first,  second,  and  third  years.  Yet,  in  order 
not  to  defeat  the  evident  and  praiseworthy  purpose  of  the 
Board,  such  words  are  here  given  without  definitions,  and  the 
pupil  is  to  be  trained  to  work  out  the  correct  meaning  from 
his  knowledge  of  the  primitive  word  plus  the  prefixes  and 
suffixes.  Such  extra  words  are  always  distinguished  by  the 
use  of  itaUc  letters.  For  the  first-year  work  they  will  be 
found  in  their  appropriate  place  in  the  grammatical  category 
to  which  they  belong.  For  the  second  and  third  years  they 
will  be  found  only  in  the  review  lists.  It  is  assumed  that  such 
easily  formed  compounds  and  derivatives  may  safely  be 
omitted  altogether  from  the  list  of  poetical  fourth-year  words. 

We  have  tried  to  hold  EngUsh  definitions  down  to  the 
fundamental  meaning  of  words,  although  it  is  not  meant  that 
the  first  meaning  given  is  necessarily  the  earliest  in  the  seman- 
tic development  of  a  word.  We  have  rather  striven  for  prac- 
tical usefulness  to  the  pupil.  Special  meanings,  appropriate 
to  the  translation  of  particular  passages,  are  not  given. 
Teacher  and  pupil  will  work  these  out  together  as  the  need 
arises.

LATIN   WORD   FORMATION 

Primitives,  Derivatives,  and  Compounds 

A  primitive  word  may  be  defined  as  the  simplest  or  earliest  form 
of  a  word  in  the  Latin  language  from  which  other  words  have 
been  formed  by  derivation  or  by  composition. 

Derivatives  are  formed  from  the  stems  of  nouns,  adjectives,  verbs, 
or  adverbs  by  the  addition  of  prefixes  and  suffixes. 

Compounds  are  formed  by  adding  together  two  or  more  stems  or 
words. 

Roots,  Stems,  Prefixes,  and  Suffixes 

A  root  is  the  simplest  form  to  which  a  word  can  be  reduced.  It 
is  generally  a  monosyllable,  and  contains  the  fundamental  idea  of 
the  word. 

A  stem  is  that  part  of  a  word  to  which  the  terminations  of  in- 
flection are  attached. 

A  prefix  is  a  syllable  placed  at  the  beginning  of  a  word,  and  a 
suffix  is  a  syllable  attached  to  the  end  of  a  word  to  modify  its 
meaning.
